.In March we had a washout at Lewis’ Market, 
the damage being caused by the water from the street 
sewers running into the large culvert and freezing 
some fifteen feet of it so full of solid ice that when 
the freshet came the water could not get through. 
It set back on to the Lewis property until it got head 
enough to cut its way through the stone and dirt with 
which the road was filled, undermining the road and 
doing a good deal of damage to the Lewis property, 
especially to their stock in trade. Then the last of 
June there was another freshet which did great dam- 
age not only to the Lewis property and washing out 
the street at that point but to all the roads south and 
west of the center of the town. F. D. Lewis and Co. 
put in a claim for damage to their stock in trade and 
after employing counsel it was agreed by both parties 
to submit it to a referee. Attorney General Oscar L. 
Young of Laconia was agreed upon as referee and he 
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awarded Lewis & Co. $2,000, which has been paid. 
After that decision we paid E. T. Goodnow damages 
$50.00 and the Waldo Whitcomb Estate $25.00. 

The expense was approximately $18,000, includ- 
ing damages and liability insurance, as a result of 
the washouts. Of this amount the state paid 
$4,447.64, leaving about $13,500 that the town had to 
pay. It was not all lost, however, as the most of the 
work done is permanent and the roads are in better 
condition than they were before. The culvert at 
Lewis’ built by Mr. Trudeau for $4,500, is of stone and 
cement five by seven feet, with cement top the full 
width of the street, and the Lewis Co., extended it 
through under their building.

We are sure it will be of interest to the townspeople 
to know that Gen. George T. Cruft has turned over to 
the selectmen of the town bonds to the value of ten 
thousand dollars ($10,000.00) the income of same to 
be used for the care of the Town Building. The se- 
lectmen have given the account to the trustees of the 
Trust Funds to handle, they to pay to the treasurer 
of the town the interest as collected. The bonds con- 
sist of: 

(3) Three 5 per cent general mortgage bonds of the 
Smith California Edson Co., of Los Angeles, Cal., 
Numbered 2,195—11,952—15,663, due November 1, 
1939, Interest payable January 1st and November Ist. 

(4) Four 5 per cent refunding mortgage bonds of 
the Cumberland County Power ‘and Light Co., of 
Maine, numbered 1,046-7-8-9, due September 1, 1942, 
Interest payable March 1st and September Ist. 

(3) Three 5 per cent mortgage bonds of the Ontario 
Power Co., Niagara Falls, N. Y., numbered 10,254— 
10,358—10,435, due February 1, 19438, Interest pay- 
able, February 1st and August Ist. 
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The balance of the Trust funds are invested as fol- 
lows: : 

The David S: Phillips, Children’s Fund with the ac- 
crued interest is in the Littleton Savings Bank. 

The Cemetery funds are invested, nine hundred 
dollars ($900.00) in a town of Bethlehem note at 5 
per cent, the balance with all accrued interest in the 
Littleton Savings Bank.

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Superintendent’s Report 


To the School Committee, of Bethlehem. 


This report of the schools for the year ending June 
30, 1922 is submitted for your consideration: 


TOWN DISTRICT SCHOOLS 

A summary of the registers shows that there were 
84 different pupils registered in the schools during 
the year. The average daily attendance at West Hill 
school was 16, Bethlehem Hollow 18, Bethlehem Junc- 
tion 17, Gilmanton Hill 12. The per cent of attend- 
ance in all schools was 92.7. There'were 1,823 ab- 
sences and 67 cases of tardiness. The following table 
contains other facts from the registers’ summary:

Ralph Brooks of the Junction school, Elizabeth 
Garneau, John Garneau, and Elmond Whitcomb of the 
Hollow school had perfect attendance for the year. 

The school houses are in good condition and have 
all necessary equipment. All of them were cleaned 
during the summer and the necessary painting was 
done. Extensive repairs were carried out on the West 
Hill school. The building was painted inside and out. 
Through the kindness of Mrs. Flora Wallace a plot of 
land for a play-ground was made available. This was 
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enclosed by a fence and a very attractive play-ground 
is now enjoyed by the children. Electric lights have 
been placed in the Hollow and West Hill school houses 
through the kindness of another interested donor. 
These are a great convenience and have been used 
many times during the short days in winter to good 
advantage. Additional blackboards were added to the 
school houses at the Hollow, Junction and Gilmanton 
Hill. 

Tests in reading and arithmetic were given in the 
schools during the year. The results of the tests show 
in general that the teaching has been good. Better 
work in all the schools would follow if the upper grade 
pupils were transported to the village school. The 
number of grades in each school would then be re- 
duced and more time would be available for increased 
work and for work with the younger pupils.

Only 12 cases of tardiness and a per cent of attend- 
ance of 95.5 indicate an unusually good rate of at- 
tendance for the schools. This was due to the effi- 
cient administration of the building by the Head-mas- 
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ter and the careful checking up of absences by the 
teachers. An attendance contest which was carried 
on in the grammar school was helpful in attaining this 
excellent record. Lucetta Clark, Doris Blandin, 
Louise Daggle, Mildred Jackson, Francis Rowe, Olive 
Jackson, and Stuart Dexter had perfect attendance 
for the year. The result of tests given during the year 
shows an improvement in the work of the pupils. In 
some cases the results are below the standard of the 
tests given but the emphasis which is being placed up- 
on this study will tend to bring the grade of work up 
to the standard.

The members of the State Board of Education met 
the school committees of the two districts and other

interested citizens in a public meeting at the Town 
Hall on June 7. At this meeting the matter of con- 
solidation was discussed from both sides and the pre- 
vailing sentiment was in favor of consolidation. A 
short time after notice came from the State Board 
of Education to consolidate the Districts. This was 
done and the two committees met during the summer, 
organized and elected officers, and made plans to 
conduct all the schools of Bethlehem under the name 
of the Bethlehem School District. 

The increased enrollment in the High School due to 
the consolidation of the Districts has made it pos- 
sible to add a commercial curriculum. Three type- 
writers have been purchased and the regular work of 
the commercial subjects is now being carried on. A 
large number of the pupils who attend the High 
School elect these subjects which situation prevails in 
the High Schools of the state. Pupils who complete 
their education in the High Schools find the com- 
mercial subjects directly related to problems of daily 
life and get from them training which is of value to 
them in later life. In Head-master Ferren’s report 
will be found the number taking these subjects as well 
as other facts regarding the High School. The ad- 
dition of this commercial curriculum has made pos- 
sible also regular instruction in music in the grades. 
Miss Readio is well qualified for this work and in the 
time that is available is giving some very efficient in- 
struction. 

Recommendations for improvements: Thorough re- 
novation outside and inside of the village school build- 
ing. The addition of some play-ground equipment at 
the several school buildings and the expenditure of 
a small sum each year for this purpose. The medical 
inspection of all children by a school physician.

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Headmaster’s Report 


Bethlehem, N. H., Feb. 8, 19238 


To Mr. Vernon K. Brackett, Superintendent of 
Schools :— 


I hereby submit a report on Bethlehem High School. 

At the beginning of school in the fall, twenty-one 
pupils, eight girls and thirteen boys were present for 
registration. This number increased as boys returned 
from work or vacations, until, at the end of two weeks 
we had registered a total of twenty-five pupils, three 
seniors, six juniors, seven sophomores and nine fresh- 
men. Since then one sophomore has transferred 
to Portland and three freshmen have stopped coming 
for no apparent reason. We have gained one sopho- 
more from Littleton and one special student. 

Three courses are being offered, namely, college 
preparatory, general, and commercial, in which there 
are, respectively, five, three and seventeen pupils en- 
rolled. 

The attendance has been 97.1 per cent for the first 
semester and cases of tardiness have not been com- 
mon except in the case of those being transported 
over long distances. The cooperation of parents is in- 
vited and needed to uphold the high standard of at- 
tendance and scholarship of the school. 

In the foreign language department there are three 
pupils in Caesar and one pupil in each of Virgil and 
Cicero. Fifteen are studying French, six of these be- 
ing in the advanced class. Hight boys are taking 
mathematics, algebra being the subject this year. 

Chemistry is being offered as a science. The lab- 
oratory is well equipped with apparatus and chemi- 
cals, affording opportunity for a good instruction in 
the science. It-is recommended that a hood or ven- 
tilator be installed which will draw off the obnoxious 
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gases produced, these being not only unpleasant, but 
injurious to the nasal passages, causing an increased 
menace of colds and other nasal diseases.” 

The commercial department is new this year. It 
has been efficiently organized and is competent to 
offer a very good course. There are twelve students 
in bookkeeping, eleven in typewriting and five in 
stenography. We hope that more students will fake 
advantage of such a practical vocational training next 
year. 

The boys have worked hard to have a basket ball 
team and considering their weight and experience de- 
serve much credit for the showing they have made. 
It is hoped also to have a base ball team. The school 
fund was well started by a very successful Hallowe’en 
social, the sale of chocolate bars, and a very generous 
gift from a friend to the school, so we have had fi- 
nances to carry on our athletics without handicap. 
Plans are in progress for a school play, the proceeds 
to aid in paying graduating expenses. 

It is gratifying to know that all members of the 
graduating class are planning to continue their educa- 
tion in a higher institution of learning.

Last sum- 
mer Mrs. Glessner took charge of the books at the 
West Hill school house. This winter Mrs. Roy Hil- 
dreth kindly offered to take the books in her home 
to accommodate the people in that section. 

Under the auspices of the “Womans’ Club” “Book 
Week” was observed during the week of October 18. 
Talks were given in the different schools on the care 
of books and their choice, new and attractive books 
were displayed in the store windows during the week 
and on Friday afternoon, Miss Kingsland secretary of 
the Library Commission of Concord, gave a talk in the 
town hall on “‘Books for Children”? which was listened 
to with interest. 

This innovation proved to be very profitable as the 
circulation of children’s books has greatly increased.
